Their 
meals consist largely of meat, bread, pancakes, 
corn, macaroni, cakes, pies and puddings 
type of diet would tend to increase the weight 
and explains why the largest percentage of 
those who have high blood pressure are over- 
weight. The cure of both the elevation of pres- 
sure and the overweight must mainly depend 
upon dietetic changes. 

At the beginning of the treatment for high 
blood pressure, you are to take a fruit juice fast, 
and during this time you will be pleased to find 
the blood pressure is coming down.

MUNICIPAL CONVERSION 

British Columbia is the second 
province in the Dominion to plan 
municipal conversion operations 
The Hepburn administration in 
Ontario, where a large number of 
communities have gone bankrupt 
is evolving a scheme for compos 
ing civic debts on easier terms. In 
the coast province the plan seems 
much more drastic, having com- 
pulsory pre ns 

Two criticisms are being offered 
of the scheme. One is that the 
conversion should take place only 
in the case of municipalities 
which have defaulted. The other 


is that it will damage municipal 
credit 
As to the first one, it really 


doesn't seem to matter much. So 
many communities are on the 
verge of defauit that if they can 
obtain relief only by taking that 
step they will undoubtedly do so 
in time. To apply it only to de- 
faulters will delay the proceed- 
ing and make recovery just that 
much slower. And it may even 
imperil the principal sum of the 
debt On the whole it would 
seem etter to get the operation 
over with quickly both from the 
point of view of the bond-holders 
and the residents of the com- 
munity 

It may damage municipal credit 
or it may improve it. That is, 
investment in municipal bonds 
where the municipalities are on 
a sound financial footing, where 


repayment and payment of low 
interest is certain would seem 
more attractive than investments 


of districte which are on 
the verge of bankruptcy and the 
residents are impoverished. And 
anyway, are any of the munici- 
palities likely to do much bor- 
rowing in the next few years?

It was predicted last summer, al- 
though the rumor did not get into 
common circulation, that things 
would come to a head in Septem- 
ber. Well, here they are, The 
city’s bankers decline to carry 
the city for more than $322,500 
until the end of the year and to 
cut a long story short the city 
treasury promises to be in the red 
to the extent of $234,000 by that 
time. Alderman Humble believed 
at Monday night's council meet 
ing that things had come to nick 
a pass that the provincial govern- 
ment should be informed of the 
position and the Public Utilities 
Act invoked and a_ receiver 
appointed with power to declare 
arbitrarily a lower rate of inter- 
est on the city’s borrowings. The 
city's liabilities between now and 
the end of the year include some 
$187,000 interest on debentures, 
whereas only $111,298 is available 
in the form of bankers’ help of 
the $325000 limit to which they 
are prepared to go
